Formor Govornor Nathan Oakes 
Murphy 
of Arizona died suddonly 
at tho Coronado Hotel Saturday 
aftornoon 
August 22d 
Mr Mur ¬ 
phy 
who was in poor health 
came 
horo 
rocently 
from 
Colorado 
Springs accompanied by his wife 
Tho immediate cause of death was 
a hommorrhago of tho stomach 
Govornor 
Murphy was 59 yoars 
old 
Ho was elected dologato from 
Arizonain 
1894 
and 
was 
tvyico 
govornor of 
ho Torritory 
tho last 
timo from 1898 to 1902 
Besides a 
widow 
ho 
loaves 
a 
son 
Paul 
Murphy 
who 
resides 
in 
Tomb ¬ 
stone 
Nathan 
O Aturpby 
was born in 
Jefferson Lincoln County Mo 
on 
October 13 1849 
He was educat- 
ed

and before ho was 
21 yoars of ago 
bad eiuigrutod to tho west and was 
teaohing school in Wisconsin 
In 
tho spring of 1883 ho camo to Ari ¬ 
zona 
With 
his
